Allowable Subject Matter 

3. This action is in response to the communication dated December 20, 2005 with 
the amendments to claims 4 and 1 1 and the cancellation of claims 1-3, 6-10 and 13. 

4. Claims 4-5 and 11-12 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a secure transmission system and method 
for encrypting and decrypting signals, and transmitting and receiving the encrypted

signals with the encryption and decryption keys are generated from the signal itself. 
Each independent claims (claims 4 and 11) identifies unique features "the receiving 
circuit in the receiving section in the second device detects transmission errors in the 
encrypted signal; the second device has an initialization control signal generator for 
generating an initialization control signal when the receiving circuit detects a 
transmission error in the encrypted signal; the second device also has a transmitting 
circuit for transmitting the initialization control signal to the first device; and the first 
device has a receiving circuit for receiving the initialization control signal and thereupon 
sending an initialization command signal to the encryption circuit, the encryption key 
generator, and the memory in the transmitting section". These limitations allow the 
system to detect transmission errors, to send and to receive initialization command, 
control and reply signals. The closest prior art, Bright et al. (4,893,339) and the admitted 
prior art fail to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
